When Shelton State instructor Kim Inman was named the 1990-91 Outstanding 
Technical Instructor for Alabama’s two year colleges, no one was more surprised than 

the college’s vivacious, young teacher. 

“I was totally surprised,” Inman said. “I like what I do and I put in a lot of extra 

time. However, I enjoy my job so it’s really not like work.” 

Inman currently serves as division chair for health related occupations at the college, 

which includes the departments of licensed practical nursing, nursing assistant, 

emergency medical technician, and cosmetology. 

As part of the LPN nursing faculty, her responsibilities include both classroom and 

clinical work. According to Inman, the nursing instructors each have their own specialty 
and hers is pharmacology and vocation relations, which includes teaching 
communication strategies and test-taking skills as well as the history of nursing. She also 


helps the students understand the mental mechanism of working with patients.
